The Examiner issued a restriction requirement on May 11, 2006 finding claim s 1- 
22 subject to an election in that four distinct species had been identified, those species 
reading on Figures 5, 6, 7, and 8, respectively. See Restriction Requirement, 2. 
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As an initial matter, the Applicant respectfully notes that claims 11-13 and 15-17 
were cancelled in the preliminary amendment dated October 21, 2003. As such, these 
claims are not subject to restriction. 

With respect to the remaining claims and in response to the restriction 
requirement, the Applicant hereby elects Embodiment I for continued search and 
examination. Embodiment 1, as defined by the Examiner, is for "a crosstalk canceler 
with a cancder filter Network/' Restriction Requirement, 2. The Examiner further defines
